By the 
eternal "laws of gravitation, Briiioh 
Columbia must either bo bound to Caiia- 
du by bonds not weaker than iron , or 
ab-^orbed in that nation by which il is 
now sand wicliod. True, iheio aro to 
ho found persons in British Columbia 
■who (joubt on, doubt, evprything — poor 
(Uyi\[illing ' minds, unprepared for any 
great enterprise, he'-i'.aling sU every 
onward step. Such persoiin, if lliey 
cannot lay duiru to the Uuo Aposlolic 
suctetit-ion, can at least jusily claim to 
ho in the diiect line of the suece:ision of 
one of tho Apostles.. Id Canada and 
in England tho feasibility and the oora- 
morcittl and political necessity of this 
great work haPO crnno to receive very 
general recognition. Indeed, liow could 
it IDO otlierwiso 1" Foasibla The man 
. who doubts H.iuBultB the nation — ouin 
r^^es coniinon;|en8e. • It' the nation 
Blobgside of us has been equal l« tho 
tur-k of constructing n lonjjor and far 
more expeusive and dillicuit lite of 
railway, wh)' should not British capital 
and Biili.-h skill prove eciual to Iho oc 
casiou '{ These have lor iho mobt part 
coDStri|Ct(!d*^ the net-work of railway 
which covers the' faco' of the TTnitod 
Siaiop, It a cost of a billion and a 
quarter ot dollars. Will a nation which 
has lurnishcd tiio money and the brains 
for marly i^H the gteat etUorprises ol 
modern times bo found funking whon 
the coii8truotion|0f;the great^ arier;^ of 
its second self comes' to be in question? 
If it bhould, tho act could only bo re- 
garded 113 an iudicaliou of that condi- 
tion by which the gods are said to pre- 
pare their viciims for destruction. 
Peasiblo ? It has already bocn demoti>> 
Blrated from unexceptionable data that 
our route possesses enormoiiR advantages 
over all others — lliat we, in fact-, possutig 
that ' Northwcft Passage ' for which 
tho nations have so long been Hcaroh- 
imr, and in qiu'st of which the intrepid 
Fbanklin and his party sacrificed their 
liv'es'aiiiid: the,/ ioc-heaps of ■ the far 
NdrU', ' Saving Halifax as the oaatern 
terminus, we have a saving in water 
OTinniunicaiion between Great B-itain 
and A-ia of 1,4G0 miles ever tho Amer- 
ican line. It v/o compute water travel 
at 1-i miles an hour, this dilleronco will 
give at an advantage in tirne of 104 
hours. Just think of "that ! Try and 
realiz^e the import of these figures. One 
hnndted and four honri Ktis confinc- 
nu'ut on r-hi|)ljo:ird ; lO i lujura less 
tosKin;.'; and si'a-blckne^s ; lOi hours snb- 
tracieti from tho risk of shipwreck, with 
all the involved difference in time saved, 
reduced rates' of inSoranco on life and 
property. Tho item is, in ils-lf, .sulU . 
Oient to determine llie track of travel 
ond cominereo. Yet this item standa 
not aluiip. Tlio enormous advantages 
the Vanadiau Pacific will possefis, iu the 
matter ot gradients, curyatures, water 
and fog!,, i^andraU the way traffic and 
obQapeuing infiaeooos incident to the 
ma^'tirfloedt country which it will 
open ■ np and fdl up, will bo sam;~ 
thing ovcrwheli'iing. And it is duo 
to LUG subject to remember that, an 
Professor Maury has demonstrated, 
'ihe trade winds place Yanoouvcr Is- 
land on tlio way side of the road from 
China and Japan to San l''ranci<co to 
completely that/ a vessel trading un- 
cIlt canvas lo tho hi'torpliico would 
lake tho sumo route as it she wore bound 
for Vanp,oi?yor Island.' Need it bo ad- 
ded that Bteam vessels would take tho 
sauio route bo' h on account of trade 
■winds and our coal .stores? Aj/ain; tho 



at least as travel and commerce are 
concerned. Electricity triumphs alike 
over land and under ocean ; but men 
and morchandi-*o oannot as yet bo 
trausporttd by means of the electric 
telegrnph. Ergo, that part ot terra 
yi/v/irt. jutiing i'anbc.st out into tho At- 
laalic from the Contiiiont of America, 
being a part of the Dominion and, nt 
the flftme limo accessible by railway, 
must, become sooner or later the uai^t- 
ero terminus'. Such is St. John's, New- 
foundland, with its maguiQeont har- 
bor. Valentia is now roacbcd from Lon- 
don in sixteen hours. Steamers cou- 
alruclcd inuinly with a view to speed 
aud carrying only mails and pasaengors, 
can readily aocomplish the voyage be- 
tween Valentia and St. John's in one 
hundred liour.s. A railway from St. 
John's to St. Goorgo'a bay would be 
about 250 miles iti length, and would bo 
IraverHcd in hours. A steam ferry 
between St. Georgu's and the Shippo- 
gan Harbor, bay of Obalour, would, in 
151 hours, dojiOsit passciigeis and mails 
oii"a branch of tlio Intoioolnial Rail- 
way. Thus would tho ocean passage 
proper bo redueeti from '2G 1 hours (llio 
avera^ie of the Cnnard line) to 100 hours, 
thereby not only elll-oiiug a material 
saving in time, but inamonsoiy dimin- 
ishing the discomfort and miBories en... 
thit'od by passongcra crossing tho Al- 
laniio. Such u route would not only 
give an immense advantage to tho Can- 
adian l':icitic ivailway, but it would 
also command tho patronage of the 
United States, hringiog, as it woald| Lon- 
don and Now York within seven day« 
of cacli Other, instead of ten days, as at 
priiseut. Having dwelt so long upon 
llio fea.-ibiliiy ul the undertaking, we 
Cannot do moru than merely a.ssert that 
it is a national neecsbily, bolli in a coin~ 
mercial and political point ot vioW. This 
proposition is, we rejoico to find, gain- 
ing very genera! accoplanco both iu 
England and in (Janad i ; and there is 
every reason lo liopo ihatlho nation will 
avail it.sult of ihi.H its great oppuriuni.y. 
But, iu order to do so, it 7nust ba in 
earnest j and it 7nust be in earnest now. 
Let it bo tho duly uf every colonist — of 
every Briton, to realize iho lull force 
of ibeso important truths, and to seek to 
inipresi llieia ui)oii others. Lot the 
Whine of ' Impussibiliiy' b'* beard no 
more: but lot every colonist culiivato 
that noble' virtue of persevoranco
